I realise that there arc many 
Americans and Canadians who are 
tea-lotallers and I would be the 
last man to want to offend their 
susceptibilities. Certainly our ca- 
terers will supply them with water 
at any temperature and be glad 
to d,o so. Rut I still claim that the 
Iceman Cometh too often in the 
United States for the good of the 
inhabitants. 


Indigestion has almost dlsappar- 
cd from British life. Perhaps it is 
taecaue we cat, less but part of .the 
reason is that we drink more wise- 
ly.

I realise that there arc many 
Americans and Canadians who are 
tea-lotallers and I would be the 
last man to want to offend their 
susceptibilities. Certainly our ca- 
terers will supply them with water 
at any temperature and be glad 
to d,o so. Rut I still claim that the 
Iceman Cometh too often in the 
United States for the good of the 
inhabitants. 


Indigestion has almost dlsappar- 
cd from British life. Perhaps it is 
taecaue we cat, less but part of .the 
reason is that we drink more wise- 
ly.

I know 
that the tinkle of ice in a glass

Just tncn we were cut off. which 
is, perhaps, an well. As Churchill 
once said there is nothing so help- 
ful, 
or ut times, so harmful, as 
when two nations speak the same 
language 


I realise that there arc many 
Americans and Canadians who are 
tea-lotallers and I would be the 
last man to want to offend their 
susceptibilities. Certainly our ca- 
terers will supply them with water 
at any temperature and be glad 
to d,o so. Rut I still claim that the 
Iceman Cometh too often in the 
United States for the good of the 
inhabitants. 


Indigestion has almost dlsappar- 
cd from British life. Perhaps it is 
taecaue we cat, less but part of .the 
reason is that we drink more wise- 
ly. But next time I make a public 
speech I am going to be dull, even

I know 
that the tinkle of ice in a glass

Just tncn we were cut off. which 
is, perhaps, an well. As Churchill 
once said there is nothing so help- 
ful, 
or ut times, so harmful, as 
when two nations speak the same 
language 


I realise that there arc many 
Americans and Canadians who are 
tea-lotallers and I would be the 
last man to want to offend their 
susceptibilities. Certainly our ca- 
terers will supply them with water 
at any temperature and be glad 
to d,o so. Rut I still claim that the 
Iceman Cometh too often in the 
United States for the good of the 
inhabitants. 


Indigestion has almost dlsappar- 
cd from British life. Perhaps it is 
taecaue we cat, less but part of .the 
reason is that we drink more wise- 
ly. But next time I make a public 
speech I am going to be dull, even 
if it means research and work— 
for it is quite impossible just to

The palate 
is so chilled that it cannot tell the 
flavour of the pro-frozen food and 
the stomach rebels. An Englishman 
drinks sherry belprc dinner, then 
a red or white wine according to 
the food, finishes up wiln a port 
and perhaps a brandy, and lives 
forever So do the French. I know 
that the tinkle of ice in a glass 
is sweeter music than the prelude 
to Trisian but

Just tncn we were cut off. which 
is, perhaps, an well. As Churchill 
once said there is nothing so help- 
ful, 
or ut times, so harmful, as 
when two nations speak the same 
language 


I realise that there arc many 
Americans and Canadians who are 
tea-lotallers and I would be the 
last man to want to offend their 
susceptibilities. Certainly our ca- 
terers will supply them with water 
at any temperature and be glad 
to d,o so. Rut I still claim that the 
Iceman Cometh too often in the 
United States for the good of the 
inhabitants. 


Indigestion has almost dlsappar- 
cd from British life. Perhaps it is 
taecaue we cat, less but part of .the 
reason is that we drink more wise- 
ly. But next time I make a public 
speech I am going to be dull, even 
if it means research and work— 
for it is quite impossible just to 
dash off a dull speech without any

It was the first time a curfew has 
been imposed on an Arab area in 
the Holy Land since the 1936-1 MO 
revolt.

Just tncn we were cut off. which 
is, perhaps, an well. As Churchill 
once said there is nothing so help- 
ful, 
or ut times, so harmful, as 
when two nations speak the same 
language 


I realise that there arc many 
Americans and Canadians who are 
tea-lotallers and I would be the 
last man to want to offend their 
susceptibilities. Certainly our ca- 
terers will supply them with water 
at any temperature and be glad 
to d,o so. Rut I still claim that the 
Iceman Cometh too often in the 
United States for the good of the 
inhabitants. 


Indigestion has almost dlsappar- 
cd from British life.

Some organization.-) I 
interpret it to mean even legiti- 
mate and dignnied pride of race 
and lineage, 
which is arbitrarily 
construed as racal liatreci. Mostly 
I think, the true feeling of those 
who hiss "race hatred" as a politi 
cal catchword is not noble "democ- 
racy" of spirit, but envy and the 
natefulness of him who feels some- 
how inferior. We hear the accusa- 
tion made against stately and aloof 
Americans "by persons who reveal 
their own shame of race or envy 
oy 
adopting 
English, 
Irish 
ot 
Scotch names. 


Even the preaching and propaga- i 
tion of racial hatred is not 
un-' 


American. It is characteristic, a 
confirmed, notorious fault of ours 
If it were un-American and if il 
were treason, the editors and own- 
ers of several of the most infiuen 
tial Negro newspapers in our coun- 
try should have been -'tanged lot 
persistent 
fomentalion 
of 
anti- 
white sentiment during the war. 
Troason consists of levying 
war 


against the United States, adher- 
ing to our .enemies and giving them 
aid and corrfort. By a stretch, the 
fomentatioriof racial hatred might 
be called treason to the extent that 
an enemv should profit by disunity 
amongus , but that certainly was 
not in the minds of the founding 
fathers. 


Political rivalry 
and 
religious 
disagreement also constitute dis- 
sension and disunity. Cat-red to ex- 
tremes, as in the campaign of 1040 
when members of the Roosevelt 
nrlherenco threw waslcbaskets at 
Wendell Wilkie and in 1044 when

Yet if wo should 
make 


the existence of a state of war with 
with a foreign enemy, a pretext 
for suprcssing freedom of politi- 
cal and religious dissent, then we 
certainly 
would be un-American 
.Some of the pressures and regu- 
lations that, are imposed by pro- 
fessional political exploiters of the 
difference between white men and 
Negroes are actually 
grievously 


insulting to the Negroes themselves, 
though apparently few 
Negroes 
detect the supercilious idea, 
for 
.instanae, theseprofessionals have 
harrasscd editors so persistently 
that nowadays some 
metropolitan 
papers will not say that the stickup 
man was a Negro when he was. It 
s so silly. If the police were that 
:>illy, the cops in prowl cars would 
go looking for a white fellow. This 
s just rying to pretend that there 
s no difference, no outward dis- 
inetion between while and black 
or pink and brown.But when 
a 
!at Negro comes along, nobody 
las to guess. Nobody is in 
any 
doubt about the color of Marian 
Anderson or Joe Louis. It is not 
latcful racialism to call them Ne- 
roes. 
This propaganda seems 1o me 
0 mean thnt 
'these 
politicians 
hink the Negroes have no racial 
dignity or pride in their race and 
would like to be white. That 
cer- 
ninly is no compliment to the Ne- 
groes. 


It would be equally intelligent 
o say that white people want to be 
i-egarded as Negroes. They cerlain- 
y do not and the fact a'ht Negroes 
suffer from discrimination is not 
he only reason either. The great- 
est reason is race. White people 
ike to be white. It'is reasoable 
:o suppose that most Negroes are 
equally pleased to be Negroes. 


I was following the treason trial 


in Boston of Douglas Chandler, a 
broken-down newspaperman from 
Baltimore, who got life for broad- 
casting Nazi propaganda from Ger- 
many during the war. He said ho 
lust dared to speak the truth as he 
saw il, but the DEnartmcnt of Jus- 
lice wanted his life's 
blood 
be- 
cause his acts showed "tho black, 
wicked heart of a traitor." 
I didn't hear all the evidence so 
1 have no conviction and just ac- 
cept the verdict of the jury. But 
it was no treason to live in Ger- 
many, to be friendly with the Naz- 
is, even to Hitler himself, to write 
pro-Nazi material and to broad- 
cast for the Nazis right down to 
the hour when war became a legal 
tact. All auring Roosevelt's illegal 
war an American had a legal right 
to tear him apart, to argue the 
German side of the Russo-German 
case, and to warn our people that 
if Germany should go down the 
horrible bloody tide of Bolshevism 
would drown the Balkans and prob- 
ably all the rest of Christian Eu 
rope. That was the Naziline, and 
in view of the situaton that exists 
today, wouldn't you 
agree 
that 
thev were right? 


If this Chandler warned us that 
Roosevelt was letting us in for an 
eventual war against Bolshevism 
in which we would stand ,-is the 
last defenders of Christianity and 
western civilization, he might have 
been trying to do us a great pa- 
triotic service. 


The fact that we 
didn't 
hear 
him, and wouldn't 
have 
heeded 


him anyway, makes no difference. 
And now that Roosevelt has had 
his headstrong way 
and we have 
let Russia run wild in the Balkans 
and make another puppet slate ot 
Poland, more millions will curse 
his name in the years 
to 
come 


than tremble, and roll their eyes 
in pitiable reverence today because 
ho disposed of Hitler. He could 
have confined and shut off Stalin, 
too, while he was disposing of Hit 
ler but he wouldn't. It was Rosse- 
vell who gave Stalin diplomatic re- 
cognition and made Russia a great 
world power. 


It was no treason then and it 


would be no treason now to preacli 
and extol Nazi-Fascism 
in 
the 


United States. I am not discussing 
the desirubilly of such propaganda 
or the merits 
of Nazi-Fascism. 


But mere unpopularity itues 
not 


constitute illegality. Congress has 
forbidden all persons to advocate 
the overthrow of the government 
by violence, but the supreme court 
has held that anyone, even a for- 
eigner, may advocate every other 
phase of communism excep 
that 


final scene of insurrection. So, of 
course, the Nazi-Facist enjoys the 
same right. 
Actually, 
Roosevelt, 
his 
wife,

American. It is characteristic, a 
confirmed, notorious fault of ours 
If it were un-American and if il 
were treason, the editors and own- 
ers of several of the most infiuen 
tial Negro newspapers in our coun- 
try should have been -'tanged lot 
persistent 
fomentalion 
of 
anti- 
white sentiment during the war. 
Troason consists of levying 
war 


against the United States, adher- 
ing to our .enemies and giving them 
aid and corrfort. By a stretch, the 
fomentatioriof racial hatred might 
be called treason to the extent that 
an enemv should profit by disunity 
amongus , but that certainly was 
not in the minds of the founding 
fathers.

.Some of the pressures and regu- 
lations that, are imposed by pro- 
fessional political exploiters of the 
difference between white men and 
Negroes are actually 
grievously 


insulting to the Negroes themselves, 
though apparently few 
Negroes 
detect the supercilious idea, 
for 
.instanae, theseprofessionals have 
harrasscd editors so persistently 
that nowadays some 
metropolitan 
papers will not say that the stickup 
man was a Negro when he was. It 
s so silly. If the police were that 
:>illy, the cops in prowl cars would 
go looking for a white fellow. This 
s just rying to pretend that there 
s no difference, no outward dis- 
inetion between while and black 
or pink and brown.But when 
a 
!at Negro comes along, nobody 
las to guess. Nobody is in 
any 
doubt about the color of Marian 
Anderson or Joe Louis. It is not 
latcful racialism to call them Ne- 
roes. 
This propaganda seems 1o me 
0 mean thnt 
'these 
politicians 
hink the Negroes have no racial 
dignity or pride in their race and 
would like to be white. That 
cer- 
ninly is no compliment to the Ne- 
groes. 


It would be equally intelligent 
o say that white people want to be 
i-egarded as Negroes. They cerlain- 
y do not and the fact a'ht Negroes 
suffer from discrimination is not 
he only reason either. The great- 
est reason is race. White people 
ike to be white. It'is reasoable 
:o suppose that most Negroes are 
equally pleased to be Negroes. 


I was following the treason trial 


in Boston of Douglas Chandler, a 
broken-down newspaperman from 
Baltimore, who got life for broad- 
casting Nazi propaganda from Ger- 
many during the war. He said ho 
lust dared to speak the truth as he 
saw il, but the DEnartmcnt of Jus- 
lice wanted his life's 
blood 
be- 
cause his acts showed "tho black, 
wicked heart of a traitor." 
I didn't hear all the evidence so 
1 have no conviction and just ac- 
cept the verdict of the jury. But 
it was no treason to live in Ger- 
many, to be friendly with the Naz- 
is, even to Hitler himself, to write 
pro-Nazi material and to broad- 
cast for the Nazis right down to 
the hour when war became a legal 
tact. All auring Roosevelt's illegal 
war an American had a legal right 
to tear him apart, to argue the 
German side of the Russo-German 
case, and to warn our people that 
if Germany should go down the 
horrible bloody tide of Bolshevism 
would drown the Balkans and prob- 
ably all the rest of Christian Eu 
rope. That was the Naziline, and 
in view of the situaton that exists 
today, wouldn't you 
agree 
that 
thev were right? 


If this Chandler warned us that 
Roosevelt was letting us in for an 
eventual war against Bolshevism 
in which we would stand ,-is the 
last defenders of Christianity and 
western civilization, he might have 
been trying to do us a great pa- 
triotic service. 


The fact that we 
didn't 
hear 
him, and wouldn't 
have 
heeded 


him anyway, makes no difference. 
And now that Roosevelt has had 
his headstrong way 
and we have 
let Russia run wild in the Balkans 
and make another puppet slate ot 
Poland, more millions will curse 
his name in the years 
to 
come 


than tremble, and roll their eyes 
in pitiable reverence today because 
ho disposed of Hitler. He could 
have confined and shut off Stalin, 
too, while he was disposing of Hit 
ler but he wouldn't. It was Rosse- 
vell who gave Stalin diplomatic re- 
cognition and made Russia a great 
world power. 


It was no treason then and it 


would be no treason now to preacli 
and extol Nazi-Fascism 
in 
the 


United States. I am not discussing 
the desirubilly of such propaganda 
or the merits 
of Nazi-Fascism. 


But mere unpopularity itues 
not 


constitute illegality. Congress has 
forbidden all persons to advocate 
the overthrow of the government 
by violence, but the supreme court 
has held that anyone, even a for- 
eigner, may advocate every other 
phase of communism excep 
that

course, the Nazi-Facist enjoys the 
same right. 
Actually, 
Roosevelt,

"Un-Amerncan" is a wide and 
versatile term. Some organization.-) I 
interpret it to mean even legiti- 
mate and dignnied pride of race 
and lineage, 
which is arbitrarily 
construed as racal liatreci. Mostly 
I think, the true feeling of those 
who hiss "race hatred" as a politi 
cal catchword is not noble "democ- 
racy" of spirit, but envy and the 
natefulness of him who feels some- 
how inferior. We hear the accusa- 
tion made against stately and aloof 
Americans "by persons who reveal 
their own shame of race or envy 
oy 
adopting 
English, 
Irish 
ot 
Scotch names. 


Even the preaching and propaga- i 
tion of racial hatred is not 
un-' 


American. It is characteristic, a 
confirmed, notorious fault of ours 
If it were un-American and if il 
were treason, the editors and own- 
ers of several of the most infiuen 
tial Negro newspapers in our coun- 
try should have been -'tanged lot 
persistent 
fomentalion 
of 
anti- 
white sentiment during the war. 
Troason consists of levying 
war 


against the United States, adher- 
ing to our .enemies and giving them 
aid and corrfort. By a stretch, the 
fomentatioriof racial hatred might 
be called treason to the extent that 
an enemv should profit by disunity 
amongus , but that certainly was 
not in the minds of the founding 
fathers. 


Political rivalry 
and 
religious 
disagreement also constitute dis- 
sension and disunity. Cat-red to ex- 
tremes, as in the campaign of 1040 
when members of the Roosevelt 
nrlherenco threw waslcbaskets at 
Wendell Wilkie and in 1044 when 
some of them threaitmea 
citizens 


smashed into a garage, setting it 
afire.

The army identified the trainer 
plane pilot as Major Cullie B. Har- 
ris of Oklahoma (no town given), 
an army student at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. The nuines 
of the bomber passengers, all ar- 
my personnel, were, withheld pend- 
ing notification of next of kin. 
Eyewitnesses said the tail of the 


trainer was sheared and that it 
lost a wing before it crashed in 
south Manchester.

chester Country Club. 
The trainer was out of Bedford, 
Mass., army airport on a routine 
flight.

enemy. Yet if wo should 
make 


the existence of a state of war with 
with a foreign enemy, a pretext 
for suprcssing freedom of politi- 
cal and religious dissent, then we 
certainly 
would be un-American 
.Some of the pressures and regu- 
lations that, are imposed by pro- 
fessional political exploiters of the 
difference between white men and 
Negroes are actually 
grievously 


insulting to the Negroes themselves, 
though apparently few 
Negroes 
detect the supercilious idea, 
for 
.instanae, theseprofessionals have 
harrasscd editors so persistently 
that nowadays some 
metropolitan 
papers will not say that the stickup 
man was a Negro when he was. It 
s so silly. If the police were that 
:>illy, the cops in prowl cars would 
go looking for a white fellow. This 
s just rying to pretend that there 
s no difference, no outward dis- 
inetion between while and black 
or pink and brown.But when 
a 
!at Negro comes along, nobody 
las to guess. Nobody is in 
any 
doubt about the color of Marian 
Anderson or Joe Louis. It is not 
latcful racialism to call them Ne- 
roes. 
This propaganda seems 1o me 
0 mean thnt 
'these 
politicians 
hink the Negroes have no racial 
dignity or pride in their race and 
would like to be white. That 
cer- 
ninly is no compliment to the Ne- 
groes. 


It would be equally intelligent 
o say that white people want to be 
i-egarded as Negroes. They cerlain- 
y do not and the fact a'ht Negroes 
suffer from discrimination is not 
he only reason either. The great- 
est reason is race. White people 
ike to be white. It'is reasoable 
:o suppose that most Negroes are 
equally pleased to be Negroes. 


I was following the treason trial 


in Boston of Douglas Chandler, a 
broken-down newspaperman from 
Baltimore, who got life for broad- 
casting Nazi propaganda from Ger- 
many during the war. He said ho 
lust dared to speak the truth as he 
saw il, but the DEnartmcnt of Jus- 
lice wanted his life's 
blood 
be- 
cause his acts showed "tho black, 
wicked heart of a traitor." 
I didn't hear all the evidence so 
1 have no conviction and just ac- 
cept the verdict of the jury. But 
it was no treason to live in Ger- 
many, to be friendly with the Naz- 
is, even to Hitler himself, to write 
pro-Nazi material and to broad- 
cast for the Nazis right down to 
the hour when war became a legal 
tact. All auring Roosevelt's illegal 
war an American had a legal right 
to tear him apart, to argue the 
German side of the Russo-German 
case, and to warn our people that 
if Germany should go down the 
horrible bloody tide of Bolshevism 
would drown the Balkans and prob- 
ably all the rest of Christian Eu 
rope. That was the Naziline, and 
in view of the situaton that exists 
today, wouldn't you 
agree 
that 
thev were right? 


If this Chandler warned us that 
Roosevelt was letting us in for an 
eventual war against Bolshevism 
in which we would stand ,-is the 
last defenders of Christianity and 
western civilization, he might have 
been trying to do us a great pa- 
triotic service. 


The fact that we 
didn't 
hear 
him, and wouldn't 
have 
heeded 


him anyway, makes no difference. 
And now that Roosevelt has had 
his headstrong way 
and we have 
let Russia run wild in the Balkans 
and make another puppet slate ot 
Poland, more millions will curse 
his name in the years 
to 
come 


than tremble, and roll their eyes 
in pitiable reverence today because 
ho disposed of Hitler. He could 
have confined and shut off Stalin, 
too, while he was disposing of Hit 
ler but he wouldn't. It was Rosse- 
vell who gave Stalin diplomatic re- 
cognition and made Russia a great 
world power. 


It was no treason then and it 


would be no treason now to preacli 
and extol Nazi-Fascism 
in 
the 


United States. I am not discussing 
the desirubilly of such propaganda 
or the merits 
of Nazi-Fascism. 


But mere unpopularity itues 
not 


constitute illegality. Congress has 
forbidden all persons to advocate 
the overthrow of the government 
by violence, but the supreme court 
has held that anyone, even a for- 
eigner, may advocate every other 
phase of communism excep 
that 


final scene of insurrection. So, of 
course, the Nazi-Facist enjoys the 
same right. 
Actually, 
Roosevelt, 
his 
wife,

par(v did advocate many phases 
of Nazi-fascism.

would be un-American 
.Some of the pressures and regu- 
lations that, are imposed by pro- 
fessional political exploiters of the 
difference between white men and 
Negroes are actually 
grievously 


insulting to the Negroes themselves, 
though apparently few 
Negroes 
detect the supercilious idea, 
for 
.instanae, theseprofessionals have 
harrasscd editors so persistently 
that nowadays some 
metropolitan 
papers will not say that the stickup 
man was a Negro when he was. It 
s so silly. If the police were that 
:>illy, the cops in prowl cars would 
go looking for a white fellow. This 
s just rying to pretend that there 
s no difference, no outward dis- 
inetion between while and black 
or pink and brown.But when 
a 
!at Negro comes along, nobody 
las to guess. Nobody is in 
any 
doubt about the color of Marian 
Anderson or Joe Louis. It is not 
latcful racialism to call them Ne- 
roes. 
This propaganda seems 1o me 
0 mean thnt 
'these 
politicians 
hink the Negroes have no racial 
dignity or pride in their race and 
would like to be white. That 
cer- 
ninly is no compliment to the Ne- 
groes. 


It would be equally intelligent 
o say that white people want to be 
i-egarded as Negroes. They cerlain- 
y do not and the fact a'ht Negroes 
suffer from discrimination is not 
he only reason either. The great- 
est reason is race. White people 
ike to be white. It'is reasoable 
:o suppose that most Negroes are 
equally pleased to be Negroes. 


I was following the treason trial 


in Boston of Douglas Chandler, a 
broken-down newspaperman from 
Baltimore, who got life for broad- 
casting Nazi propaganda from Ger- 
many during the war. He said ho 
lust dared to speak the truth as he 
saw il, but the DEnartmcnt of Jus- 
lice wanted his life's 
blood 
be- 
cause his acts showed "tho black, 
wicked heart of a traitor." 
I didn't hear all the evidence so 
1 have no conviction and just ac- 
cept the verdict of the jury. But 
it was no treason to live in Ger- 
many, to be friendly with the Naz- 
is, even to Hitler himself, to write 
pro-Nazi material and to broad- 
cast for the Nazis right down to 
the hour when war became a legal 
tact. All auring Roosevelt's illegal 
war an American had a legal right 
to tear him apart, to argue the 
German side of the Russo-German 
case, and to warn our people that 
if Germany should go down the 
horrible bloody tide of Bolshevism 
would drown the Balkans and prob- 
ably all the rest of Christian Eu 
rope. That was the Naziline, and 
in view of the situaton that exists 
today, wouldn't you 
agree 
that 
thev were right? 


If this Chandler warned us that 
Roosevelt was letting us in for an 
eventual war against Bolshevism 
in which we would stand ,-is the 
last defenders of Christianity and 
western civilization, he might have 
been trying to do us a great pa- 
triotic service. 


The fact that we 
didn't 
hear 
him, and wouldn't 
have 
heeded 


him anyway, makes no difference. 
And now that Roosevelt has had 
his headstrong way 
and we have 
let Russia run wild in the Balkans 
and make another puppet slate ot 
Poland, more millions will curse 
his name in the years 
to 
come 


than tremble, and roll their eyes 
in pitiable reverence today because 
ho disposed of Hitler. He could 
have confined and shut off Stalin, 
too, while he was disposing of Hit 
ler but he wouldn't. It was Rosse- 
vell who gave Stalin diplomatic re- 
cognition and made Russia a great 
world power. 


It was no treason then and it 


would be no treason now to preacli 
and extol Nazi-Fascism 
in 
the 


United States. I am not discussing 
the desirubilly of such propaganda 
or the merits 
of Nazi-Fascism. 


But mere unpopularity itues 
not 


constitute illegality. Congress has 
forbidden all persons to advocate 
the overthrow of the government 
by violence, but the supreme court 
has held that anyone, even a for- 
eigner, may advocate every other 
phase of communism excep 
that

course, the Nazi-Facist enjoys the 
same right. 
Actually, 
Roosevelt,

"Un-Amerncan" is a wide and 
versatile term. Some organization.-) I 
interpret it to mean even legiti- 
mate and dignnied pride of race 
and lineage, 
which is arbitrarily 
construed as racal liatreci. Mostly 
I think, the true feeling of those 
who hiss "race hatred" as a politi 
cal catchword is not noble "democ- 
racy" of spirit, but envy and the 
natefulness of him who feels some- 
how inferior. We hear the accusa- 
tion made against stately and aloof 
Americans "by persons who reveal 
their own shame of race or envy 
oy 
adopting 
English, 
Irish 
ot 
Scotch names. 


Even the preaching and propaga- i 
tion of racial hatred is not 
un-' 


American. It is characteristic, a 
confirmed, notorious fault of ours 
If it were un-American and if il 
were treason, the editors and own- 
ers of several of the most infiuen 
tial Negro newspapers in our coun- 
try should have been -'tanged lot 
persistent 
fomentalion 
of 
anti- 
white sentiment during the war. 
Troason consists of levying 
war 


against the United States, adher- 
ing to our .enemies and giving them 
aid and corrfort. By a stretch, the 
fomentatioriof racial hatred might 
be called treason to the extent that 
an enemv should profit by disunity 
amongus , but that certainly was 
not in the minds of the founding 
fathers. 


Political rivalry 
and 
religious 
disagreement also constitute dis- 
sension and disunity. Cat-red to ex- 
tremes, as in the campaign of 1040 
when members of the Roosevelt

enemy. Yet if wo should 
make 


the existence of a state of war with 
with a foreign enemy, a pretext 
for suprcssing freedom of politi- 
cal and religious dissent, then we 
certainly 
would be un-American 
.Some of the pressures and regu- 
lations that, are imposed by pro- 
fessional political exploiters of the 
difference between white men and 
Negroes are actually 
grievously 


insulting to the Negroes themselves, 
though apparently few 
Negroes 
detect the supercilious idea, 
for 
.instanae, theseprofessionals have 
harrasscd editors so persistently 
that nowadays some 
metropolitan 
papers will not say that the stickup 
man was a Negro when he was. It 
s so silly. If the police were that 
:>illy, the cops in prowl cars would 
go looking for a white fellow. This 
s just rying to pretend that there 
s no difference, no outward dis- 
inetion between while and black 
or pink and brown.But when 
a 
!at Negro comes along, nobody 
las to guess. Nobody is in 
any 
doubt about the color of Marian 
Anderson or Joe Louis. It is not 
latcful racialism to call them Ne- 
roes. 
This propaganda seems 1o me 
0 mean thnt 
'these 
politicians 
hink the Negroes have no racial 
dignity or pride in their race and 
would like to be white. That 
cer- 
ninly is no compliment to the Ne- 
groes. 


It would be equally intelligent 
o say that white people want to be 
i-egarded as Negroes. They cerlain- 
y do not and the fact a'ht Negroes 
suffer from discrimination is not 
he only reason either. The great- 
est reason is race. White people 
ike to be white. It'is reasoable 
:o suppose that most Negroes are 
equally pleased to be Negroes. 


I was following the treason trial 


in Boston of Douglas Chandler, a 
broken-down newspaperman from 
Baltimore, who got life for broad- 
casting Nazi propaganda from Ger- 
many during the war. He said ho 
lust dared to speak the truth as he 
saw il, but the DEnartmcnt of Jus- 
lice wanted his life's 
blood 
be- 
cause his acts showed "tho black, 
wicked heart of a traitor." 
I didn't hear all the evidence so 
1 have no conviction and just ac- 
cept the verdict of the jury. But 
it was no treason to live in Ger- 
many, to be friendly with the Naz- 
is, even to Hitler himself, to write 
pro-Nazi material and to broad- 
cast for the Nazis right down to 
the hour when war became a legal 
tact. All auring Roosevelt's illegal 
war an American had a legal right 
to tear him apart, to argue the 
German side of the Russo-German 
case, and to warn our people that 
if Germany should go down the 
horrible bloody tide of Bolshevism 
would drown the Balkans and prob- 
ably all the rest of Christian Eu 
rope. That was the Naziline, and 
in view of the situaton that exists 
today, wouldn't you 
agree 
that 
thev were right? 


If this Chandler warned us that 
Roosevelt was letting us in for an 
eventual war against Bolshevism 
in which we would stand ,-is the 
last defenders of Christianity and 
western civilization, he might have 
been trying to do us a great pa- 
triotic service. 


The fact that we 
didn't 
hear 
him, and wouldn't 
have 
heeded 


him anyway, makes no difference. 
And now that Roosevelt has had 
his headstrong way 
and we have 
let Russia run wild in the Balkans 
and make another puppet slate ot 
Poland, more millions will curse 
his name in the years 
to 
come 


than tremble, and roll their eyes 
in pitiable reverence today because 
ho disposed of Hitler. He could 
have confined and shut off Stalin, 
too, while he was disposing of Hit 
ler but he wouldn't. It was Rosse- 
vell who gave Stalin diplomatic re- 
cognition and made Russia a great 
world power. 


It was no treason then and it 


would be no treason now to preacli 
and extol Nazi-Fascism 
in 
the 


United States. I am not discussing 
the desirubilly of such propaganda 
or the merits 
of Nazi-Fascism. 


But mere unpopularity itues 
not 


constitute illegality. Congress has 
forbidden all persons to advocate 
the overthrow of the government 
by violence, but the supreme court 
has held that anyone, even a for- 
eigner, may advocate every other 
phase of communism excep 
that

course, the Nazi-Facist enjoys the 
same right. 
Actually, 
Roosevelt,

enemy. Yet if wo should 
make 


the existence of a state of war with 
with a foreign enemy, a pretext 
for suprcssing freedom of politi- 
cal and religious dissent, then we 
certainly 
would be un-American 
.Some of the pressures and regu- 
lations that, are imposed by pro- 
fessional political exploiters of the 
difference between white men and 
Negroes are actually 
grievously 


insulting to the Negroes themselves, 
though apparently few 
Negroes 
detect the supercilious idea, 
for 
.instanae, theseprofessionals have 
harrasscd editors so persistently 
that nowadays some 
metropolitan 
papers will not say that the stickup 
man was a Negro when he was. It 
s so silly. If the police were that 
:>illy, the cops in prowl cars would 
go looking for a white fellow. This 
s just rying to pretend that there 
s no difference, no outward dis- 
inetion between while and black 
or pink and brown.But when 
a 
!at Negro comes along, nobody 
las to guess. Nobody is in 
any 
doubt about the color of Marian 
Anderson or Joe Louis. It is not 
latcful racialism to call them Ne- 
roes. 
This propaganda seems 1o me 
0 mean thnt 
'these 
politicians 
hink the Negroes have no racial 
dignity or pride in their race and 
would like to be white. That 
cer- 
ninly is no compliment to the Ne- 
groes. 


It would be equally intelligent 
o say that white people want to be 
i-egarded as Negroes. They cerlain- 
y do not and the fact a'ht Negroes 
suffer from discrimination is not 
he only reason either. The great- 
est reason is race. White people 
ike to be white. It'is reasoable 
:o suppose that most Negroes are 
equally pleased to be Negroes. 


I was following the treason trial 


in Boston of Douglas Chandler, a 
broken-down newspaperman from 
Baltimore, who got life for broad- 
casting Nazi propaganda from Ger- 
many during the war. He said ho 
lust dared to speak the truth as he 
saw il, but the DEnartmcnt of Jus- 
lice wanted his life's 
blood 
be- 
cause his acts showed "tho black, 
wicked heart of a traitor." 
I didn't hear all the evidence so 
1 have no conviction and just ac- 
cept the verdict of the jury. But 
it was no treason to live in Ger- 
many, to be friendly with the Naz- 
is, even to Hitler himself, to write 
pro-Nazi material and to broad- 
cast for the Nazis right down to 
the hour when war became a legal 
tact. All auring Roosevelt's illegal 
war an American had a legal right 
to tear him apart, to argue the 
German side of the Russo-German 
case, and to warn our people that 
if Germany should go down the 
horrible bloody tide of Bolshevism 
would drown the Balkans and prob- 
ably all the rest of Christian Eu 
rope. That was the Naziline, and 
in view of the situaton that exists 
today, wouldn't you 
agree 
that 
thev were right? 


If this Chandler warned us that 
Roosevelt was letting us in for an 
eventual war against Bolshevism 
in which we would stand ,-is the 
last defenders of Christianity and 
western civilization, he might have 
been trying to do us a great pa- 
triotic service. 


The fact that we 
didn't 
hear 
him, and wouldn't 
have 
heeded 


him anyway, makes no difference. 
And now that Roosevelt has had 
his headstrong way 
and we have 
let Russia run wild in the Balkans 
and make another puppet slate ot 
Poland, more millions will curse 
his name in the years 
to 
come 


than tremble, and roll their eyes 
in pitiable reverence today because 
ho disposed of Hitler. He could 
have confined and shut off Stalin, 
too, while he was disposing of Hit 
ler but he wouldn't. It was Rosse- 
vell who gave Stalin diplomatic re- 
cognition and made Russia a great 
world power. 


It was no treason then and it 


would be no treason now to preacli 
and extol Nazi-Fascism 
in 
the 


United States. I am not discussing 
the desirubilly of such propaganda 
or the merits 
of Nazi-Fascism. 


But mere unpopularity itues 
not 


constitute illegality. Congress has 
forbidden all persons to advocate 
the overthrow of the government 
by violence, but the supreme court 
has held that anyone, even a for- 
eigner, may advocate every other 
phase of communism excep 
that 


final scene of insurrection. So, of 
course, the Nazi-Facist enjoys the 
same right. 
Actually, 
Roosevelt, 
his 
wife,

par(v did advocate many phases 
of Nazi-fascism. She and Hopkins
